Andover Is 
Lone Advocate 


Of “B” River 


Andover was the only munici- 
pality to make an appeal at a 
Lowell hearing Tuesday for clas- 
sification of the Merrimack River 
in a water standards’ category 
that would permit virtually un- 
restricted future use of the now 
heavily polluted natural resource, 

Arrayed in opposition were all 
her potential partners ina regional 
sewage treatment district - Law- 
rence, Methuen and North Andover, 
Spokesmen for these communities 
recommended State approval for a 
**C’* classification which is also 
the proposal of the Water 
Resources Commission of the 
Division of Water Pollution Con= 
trol, 

That portion of the Merrimack 
which bisects Greater Lawrence 
is currently classified as a ‘‘D"’ 
stream, considered ‘‘suitable for 
aesthetic enjoyment, power, navi~ 
gation and certain industrial cool- 
ing process uses,’’ The City of 
Lawrence draws upon the river 
to supply its water system, but 
the standards now established by 
the State, once enforced, will pre- 
vent the use of ‘*D’’ streams for 
drinking water supplies, 


Andover was represented at the 
State-sponsored public hearing by 
Town Manager Richard Bowen and 
by Mrs, Watters Kellogg of the 
Andover Conservation Commis- 
sion, Harold Rafton of the An= 
dover Village Improvement So-

Selectmen 


Will Take 
Giles’ Land 


The Board of Selectmen re= 
solved the technical difficulties 
delaying purchase of the C, Lincoln 
Giles property on North Main 
Street for a fire station site Mon= 
day by voting to take the land by 
eminent domain, 

Giles was present and agreed to 
the procedure, 

The town will pay Giles $177,000 
for the property, reserving that 
portion of the original price nego- 
tiated ($195,000) which was to 
cover the cost of demolishing the 
warehouse shell that stands on the 
frontage, The Andover contractor 
told the board that he might bid 
for the demolition contract himself 
and that he might be able to do the 
job for less than the $18,000 
allowed for it inthe previous over= 
all price, 

Efforts to complete purchase of 
the land were frustrated by legal 
complications, The bank holding 
the Giles’ mortgage would not per= 
mit demolition of the building so 
long as it held title, while the 
town could not legally pay for the 
property and then permit demoli- 
tion of the building without going 
to public bid, Demolition was made 
part of the initial negotiated ar- 
rangement because the Selectmen 
and manager believe that Giles 
could arrange for razing of the 
building at a cheaper rate than it 
could be handled through public 
bidding,

safely contribute blood as often as 
five times each year, or every 
eight weeks,

in Newbury went on record last

Mayor Daniel C, Kiley of Law~ 
rence, stating his city’s preference 
for a ‘‘C” classification, told the 
hearing audience it would cost his 
city $30 million to participate in 
a sewage treatment project that 
would bring the Merrimack to the 
standards of a ‘‘B’’ stream, He 
added that the engineering firm 
of Camp, Dresser & McKee has 
estimated that ‘‘B’’ treatment 
facilities would cost Lowell $70 
million and Haverhill $30 million, 

Greater Lawrence communities 
have already been told that a treat- 
ment center capable of making a 
“Cc” river of the Merrimack would 
cost $21.8 million, The annual 
operating cost of $682,000 would 
be divided between Andover, Law- 
rence, North Andover and Methuen 
on the basis of use, 

Protesting the possibility of a 
$26 tax increase to support a **B”’ 
treatment facility, Mayor Kiley 
said this would be an ‘impossible 
burden’’ to taxpayers in his city, 
**We could rebuild all of Lawrence 
for $30 million,’® he added, 

Presenting Andover’s position, 
Manager Bowen pointed out that 
though reclassification of the main 
stem of the Merrimack from ‘‘D”’ 
to ‘*C’? would represent an im= 
provement in water quality, it 
would not permit any use of the 
river that is not presently en= 
joyed, 

Suggesting that the need for 
water will be so great eventually 
that the river will have to be 
further upgraded, Bowen said, 
**Doesn’t it make economical sense 
to do it now.”” 

The major factor that would be 
involved in producing a ‘*‘B’’ rather 
than a ‘‘C’’ stream would be the 
addition of costly facilities for the 
treatment of storm drain waters 
which are released into the river 
in quantity by Lawrence, Lowell 
and Haverhill, There is talk of 
new developments in treatment 
for this type of sewage that could 
substantially reduce the cost and

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Editorial Comment 


Image Pitfalls 


When the question of representation for Andover public 
school teachers was first raised after passage of state 
legislation legalizing collective bargaining for municipal 
employees, the townspeople were told they should be 
relieved that teachers here had chosen to affiliate with 
the Massachusetts Teachers Assn. in preference to 
joining forces with the American Federation of Teachers, 
AFL-CIO. 

Deal with the AEA, the leadership said, and you deal 
with a professional organization, one which does not 
condone strikes and one which cannot be called out on 
strike because of labor difficulties involving book pub- 
lishers etc. It was a persuasive though presumably a 
somewhat academic argument since strikes by public 
employees are illegal in the Commonwealth. Such laws 
have been circumvented elsewhere, however, with mass 
resignations, work slowdowns etc. so it was not a point 
to be disregarded. 

But now the growing strength of the Massachusetts 
Teachers Assn. has been focused in support of a bill 
which would permit teachers to strike, under certain 
circumstances. 

It is a move that should clarify things for those reluc- 
tant to regard the teachers’ movement fostered by the 
National Education Assn. as a full fledged labor move- 
ment, and it dramatizes the fact that no matter how much 
the techniques of the two may vary, both will rely on the 
use of power and pressure in their struggle for supremacy. 

It is possible to state, without debating the relative 
merits of the competing organizations, that the teachers’ 
association has weakened its claim to ‘‘professionalism’’ 
by seeking to legalize the strike for public employees. 
(And this would be the end result of approval of any such 
measure for the Legislature can scarcely condone strikes 
for teachers without giving fire, police, public works and 
clerical personnel the same privilege.) 


The MTA wants to have its cake and eat it too. It wants 
its members treated like professionals, consulted on 
policy and given economic stature in the community, 
reserving at the same time the right for teachers to be- 
have unprofessionally when confronted by school boards 
that do not ‘‘bargain in good faith.”’ 

This attitude reflects a subtle change in the thinking 
at the top. The National Education Assn. is currently 
investigating the possibility of revising its stand on 
teacher strikes and a high-level study committee may 
recommend such a move at the organization’s representa- 
tive assembly in June. 

The NEA has already weakened its position on the 
strike question. In 1962 it adopted a resolution which 
specifically condemned the use of strikes by teachers, 
but just three years later the assembly re-worded the 
policy statement. Now the resolution merely deplores the 
‘arbitrary exercise of unilateral authority by boards of 
education, administrators or teachers.” 

If the NEA eventually makes a full retreat from its 
position on strikes, it could prove to be the first move in 
the direction of a merger with the AFL-CIO teachers’ 
union. At least this is the view of some experts on the 
subject. 

Admittedly teachers in the USA are in an awkward 
position. Other municipal employees are bidding com- 
petitively for an ever larger share of the local tax dollar 
and teachers know from bitter experience that the wheel 
that squeaks gets the bulk of the oil. 

But the NEA and the MTA should weigh most carefully 
potential shifts in policy that will alter the basic philoso- 
phy of their organizations. Perhaps it is unfair of the 
public to expect teachers to behave more responsibly 
than other segments of society, but the fact is that people 
do look to teachers for a sort of dedication to the commu- 
nity that sets them apart. 

The leadership of the organizations that now fight for 
teachers’ rights would do well to keep this in mind. 

It may be true that teachers need a fresh image, that 
they should be militant enough to prove that they are not 
sheep to be dutifully herded, But surely what they seek is 
something better than a new role as sheep with union 
badges.
